The death of Charles Mitchell in the 
observation ward at the City Hospital 
Saturday apparently throws further 
light on Commissioner Morfit's desire 
to maintain secrecy concerning pa- 
tients there. Mitchell died from a 
broken skull. His trouble had been 
diagnosed as “gq scalp wound and 
alcoholism.” 

The observation ward—B-50—is not 
a surgical ward. Cases requiring se- 
rious surgical treatment are not sent 
to it because it is not equipped for 
work. Dr. Walter H. 
Hewett, resident physician, says the 
reason Mitchell was put there, amid 
maniacs and delirium tremens vic- 
tims, was because he was “noisy.” 

Mrs. Katé Mitchell, widow of the dead 
man, went to the St. Louis Walters’ 
Club Saturday noon to inquire. about 
Tiim and there learned that he was 
dead, members of the club having just 
received the news. She was overcome, 
and a physician was called to treat 
her. Mitchell was a member of the 
Waiters’ Union. 

. Mitchell Was Car Victim. 

Mitchell fell from a west-bound. Ho- 
diamont car in attempting to board iz 
Friday at Twelfth and Locust streets. 
He was sent to the Central Dispensary 
and thence to the hospital.

After the death, an addition, was 
made to Mitchell's ‘“history,'’’ saying 
he died from a fracture of the inner 
table of -the skull and _ intercrania:

Nemes of Physicians Refused. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter 
Supt. Bauer for the names of the 
physicians who diagnosed Mitchell's 
case and treated him in order that he 
might obtain from them thei  ex- 
planation of how the mistake came to 
be made. Supt. Bauer said he had no 
matnority to give them. 

“I would be very glad to give you 
all the information I could,” Dr. Bauer 
explained, “but I cannot do go with- 
out a written order from Dr. Morfit.” 

Dr, Morfit Will Investigate. 

Commissioner Morfit made a memo- 
randum of Mitchell's case anq said he 
would investigate it. The doctors who 
erred in diagnosing it and who sent 
the dying man to the observation ward 
must have good reasons for so doing. 
he said. Saturday is a half holiday at

ITHACA, N. Y., July 2.—“When I ex- 


press the opinion that Col. Roosevelt 
saved this country from Socialism,” Dr. 
White said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent today, “I mean that he took 
the initiative in dealing with conditions 
which might have resulted in the great- 
est tyranny that the world has ever 
known. 

.“He took command of the situation 
at a time when ‘public confidence in 
the management of railroads and other 
corporations was shattered. Public in- 
dignation was so acute that men were 
in a frame of mind to propose drastic 
means to be rid of corporation mana- 
gers whose methods had justly aroused 
universal condemnation.”’ 

These pronouncements by Dr. Andrew 
D. White, first president of Cornell Uni- 
versity, former Ambassador to Germany 
and a statesman whose opinion com- 
mands universal respect, were spoken 
today with vigor which belied his three 
score years and ten, 


Favors Roosevelt for Governor. 
Seated in the library, of his residence, 


overlooking the campus of the uni- 


versity which owes its success to his 


early administration, he talked with in# 
creasing interest of the prospects of | 
the Republican party and of the out- 
look for the nation. He volunteered 
the advice that the future of the coun- 
try might be subserved best if Presi- 
dent Taft served a second term in the 
White House and if Col. Roosevelt were 
elected the next Governor of New York 
State. . 

“Wall street has every reason to feel 
grateful to Theodore Roosevelt,” Dr. 
White said. “The business interests 
of our country also have reason to be 
grateful to him. He saved this country 
from Socialism and economic revolution. 
God only knows what were the stocks 
and bonds with which the corporations 
were jr gling. Scandals such as those 
arising trom the manipulation of Rock 
Island, Chicago & Alton and other rail- 
roads had inflamed the public. This 
country was on the verge of an eco- 
nomic revolution because it was believed 
that solely through revolutionary legisla- 
tion could help be found. From every 
part of thé country were heard de- 
mands for national and State ownership. 
Suggestions so insistent that they might 
soon have become impergtive called for 
constitutional amendments which would 
authorize Government ownership. 

“It was at this time that William 
Jennings Bryan returned from abroad, 
where he had seen the operation of 
government-owned railways. He as- 
sumed that he had seen a great light 
and proceeded to spread the propaganda 
of Socialism in a public already aroused 
because of distrust in corporations as 
then conducted.

The clearing of St. Louis banks and 
trust companies for the first six months 
of 1910 broke all previous records, ac- 


cording to the report of the clearing 
house, The aggregate of bank transac- 
tions ‘was $1,827,828,491, an increase of 
$217,554,264, or 13.2 per cent over the 
same period of last year. 

St. Louis clearings showed an increase 
of 18.4 per cent last week, while the 
New York clearings showed a decrease 
of 2.4 per cent. Chicago made a gain 
of only 3.7 per cent,- while there was a 
decline of 9.2 per cent in the boston 
clearings. Philadelphia made a gain of 
17.8 per cent. 

The bank statement issued June 30, 
upon the call of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, shows that the 10 leading 
St. Louis institutions have greatly in- 
creased their loans and discounts since 
the last previous call of March’ 2B. 
Their aggregate of loans was $162,017,- 
751.41. Their loans and discounts at the 
date of the last call amounted to $1862,- 
363,560.06. . 

There was a decrease in their de- 
posits of $13,089,351.77 due, the bankers 
say, to the extraordinary demand for 
money for various kinds of enterprise. 
The people have been using their money 
for business instead of depositing it 
in banks and trust companies. The in- 
crease in loans has made it necessary 
for bankers to reduce their surplus 
funds almost to the legal limit. 

Bankers expect the aggregate of 
clearings for the year to amount to al- 
most $4,000,000, 000. The report of the 
banks and trust companies shows that 
St. Louis is in a healthy financial con- 
dition.

President Taft again 
became more socialistic when, last week, 
he signed the postal savings bank Dill 
On goes the movement in America and 
Europe, and its actual advance in leg- 
islation really frightens very few peo 
ple. France is one of the most capl- 
talistic nations on earth, yet’ it has a 
premier in Mr. Briand who came up in 
Parliament through the Socialist party, 
Stocks did not fall on the Paris bourse 
when Mr. Briand won his recent victory 
at the polis. Yét Mr. Briand is a So- 
cialist in theory as much as he was if 
years ago. 

We have in this country today an ex- 
cellent illustration of the point. In 
Milwaukee there is a Socialist mayor 
and council. According to the fears ex- 
pressed by the extremer foes of Social- 
ism, Milwaukee should be in a dreadful 
plight.

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LIVE TIPS 
- FROM RENO. 


RENO, Nev., July 2.—Training activities 
have ostensibly ceased in both the Johnson 
and the Jeffries camps, Reno has settled 
down with what quiet it may, to await the 
big battle on next Monday. There being lit- 
tle of interest to the fighters’ headquarters, 
the greater part of the crowds remain down- 
town today, packing the streets, hotels, gam- 
bling places and fight headquarters. 

















The gambling places are well filled at all 
hours, but the scarcity of betting at the 
commissioners’ headquarters is somewhat sur- 
prising to the wagering fraternity. Betting 
improved a bit last night, however, at Tom 
Corbett’s. It was announced today that 
about $15,000 was placed on Jeffries yester- 
day at 10 to 6%. With two exceptions the 
amounts were under $2000, Jim Corbett has 
$5000 at his brother’s place to bet on Jef- 
fries. A New York man has left $10,000; 
Both wagers are to be placed at the pre- 
vailing odds. But betting commissioners 
expect large amounts of money will be placed 
today and tomorrow. 


Tex Rickard’s final announcement that he 
would positively referee the fight probably 
will cause money to loosen up. A few of 
the extremely cautious folks ere holding off 
their money until the remaining $851,000 of 
the purse is placed in “‘Big Tim’”’ Sullivan's 
hands. This is to be done some time today, 


Rickard has recovered from all nervousness 
he may have felt over the financial outcome 
of the battle. He now believes the profits 
from the battle alone will amount to $100,000, 


“Tl expect the receipts to be about §250,- 
000,"’ he said. “Our expenditures have been 
a little less than $160,000. We should clear 
about $100,000.’’ 

Seat sales here since the pasteboards 
were brought up from San Francisco by 
Jack Gleason has been highly pleasing to 
the promoters. Practically all of the $50 ana’ 
$10 seats are gone, The higher-priced seats 
sold quickly on account of their good loca. 
tion and a large part of them were reserved 
before the sale opened here. Many bought 
the $10 seats. Fans who expect to purchase 
$5 seats will be disappointed, for there wi) 
be none at this price.

The first day Jeffries came to Reno 
he told me that he would be satisfied 
to enter the ring within two days at 
the most. “I’m ready to fight,” he 
aid. Corbett, Bergér, Choynski and oth- 
ers in *the big fellow’s camp begged 
him to do more boxing. Jeff refused. 
He has been absolutely his own trainer, 
just as he has been ever since he took 


years ago, 

“I’m ready to fight,” he sald in an- 
swer to all critics. ‘I never boxed 
much: in training, 211 not_risk hurting 
my hands now.' Besides, if [cut loose, 
I'd knock all ap you out the first day. 
If I don’t cut loose, I'll get into the 
habit of holding back my blows. This 
is going to be a fight, not/a boxing 
match,”’ 

Then he went out fishing to think 
things over. He’s going trout fishing 
today and again tomorrow, the day be- 
fore the fight. 

Will Watch for Opening. 

He has figured out his battle. He 
knows exactly how he is going to fight. 
He has made up his mind to take pun- 
ishment to the limit if he must and 
always be in readiness for the open- 
ing that will mean the ending of the 
battle. When that opening comes Jeff 
will be ready for it, and if he should %e 
beaten he’ll fight to the last lingering 
shade of consciousness and go down 
fighting like a man, 

As I said, Johnson is the antithesis 
of Jeffries. Where Jeff, with his white 
man’s brain, tnfluenced by generations’ 
of intellectual ancestors, had grown 
grim and drawf with determination, 
Johnson takes everything that comes 
with the thoughtless laugh of an end 
man in a minstrel show. He rollicks 
around like a child and the people 
looking on, 
ious about Jeffries and his chance of 
winning. turn away and mutter: “He’s 
confident; he isn’t worrying at all.” 

It was this a couple of days ago that 
made the betting here in Reno sudden- 
ly drop from 2 to 1 on Jeff, to 10 to 
7%. Jeffries worked in grim, ugly si- 
lence that day and people thought he 
was worrying. Johnson jigged and 
danced and laughed heartily as fe 
brought blood from his sparring part- 
ners. He was as joyous as a school 
boy on a vacation. 

Johnson’s Cause of Confidence. 

The differencé is a difference of both 
breeding and education. Jeffries real- 
izes his responsibility all the time. 
Johnson may realize his for a moment 
now and then, but a moment later 
something else distracts his attention, 

Another cause for Johnson’s confi- 
dence ts the fact that he still belleves 
Jeff cannot gét into fighting shape. 
He saw Jeff down in Los Angeles 
when Jeff was fat and opt of condl- 
tion. He saw him, IHIttle better, in 
New York. He has a mental picture 
of Jeffries as he was a year ago. He 
thinks he can win the fight easily. 

Unlike Jeff, who expects oe. hard fight 
and is keyed up to go through with if, 
Johnson doesn’t expect a hard fight at 
all. When he.steps into the ring, gets 
his first glimpse of the ex-bollermaker 
in shape and a few minutes later feels 
for the first time the power of the 
greatest man he ever faced, hig bub- 
bling confidence will bubble away and, 
unlike Jeffries, he won’t have tle 
grim underlying determination to carry 
him through. 

At least that ig the theory on which 
I base my belief that Jeffries will win. 

There are other things to take into 
consideration besides the mental pro- 
cesses of the two men. There is a phy- 
sical side to every fight. Gameness and 
skill count, but so does physique. 

Johnson Clever on Defense. 

If I counted on skill alone, I might ex- 
pect Johnson to win. He is a remarka- 
bly clever defensive fighter. He has 
studied out every trick that can be used 
by a man while backing away or block- 
ing and avoiding punishment. 

But now to compare the men physic- 
ally. I will say first that without a 
doubt Johnson is in fully as good con- 
dition as Jeffries. Moreover, he has the 
advantage of having fought often dur- 
ing the past three or four years, while 
Jeff has been out of the ring for six 
years. Ordinarily that would make a 
great difference. 

But Jeff has trained hard for a year. 
No other man “coming back" to the 
ring ever trained like that. We have 
nothing to Base comparisons on. We 
have to take Jeff's word for his fight- 
ing ability, in a way. “I have every- 
thing I ever had,” says Jeffries, “and 
more speed and power.” 

As for the things that count for phy- 
sical power Jeffries has every advant- 
age. He is taller, heavier and has a 
longer reach. I can only guess Jeff's 
weight, for he has not been on the 
scales for months, and won't get on the 
scales. I believe that he scales within 
a couple of pounds on either side of 
230. Johnson weighs 209. That is a great 
difference, even between giants of the 


Jeffries’ Great Lang Power. . 
Jeff, because of his enormous breadth, 
doesn't look taller than Johnson, but he 
is fully an inch taller. The most signifi- 
cant measurement, however, is the chest 
measurement, and in that Jeffries has 
a tremendous advantage. Lung capacity 
denotes recuperative power. 

Perhaps Johnson has always been 4 
stalling, defensive boxer because he 
lacks this most important function. 
Johnson's chest is small and out of all 
proportion to his height and weight. He

The 
Coroner’s jury asked about a pipe stem 
and a quantity of tobacco which was 
found near the effects of the girl on 
the right of way, but it was stated that 
they were in the Sheriff's possession 
and were not available. 

Deputy Sheriff Al Walther and Con- 


stable W. W. Gillian are making in- 


vestigation. Sheriff Hagner’s friends 
say that the Sheriff does not believe 
that ‘the girl was murdered, but that 
she came to her death from an ac- 
cident or by her own hand. 

Hagner’s friends say, with reference 
to Slate’s statements that H@gner is 
not careful enough of the safe-keeping 
of persons confined in jail, that escapes 
which have been made were not his 
fault. The jail is weak, and it is hard 
to keep a determined prisoner in it, they 
say.

Jefferson Avenue Line Will 
Continue in Force Until 
1912 Only. 


Investigations by @ special commit- 
tee of the Municipal Assembly have 
disclosed that apparently -an important 
franchise. of the United Railways Co 
his been inoperative for five years, that 
one expired Friday, and that two others 
will termingte in 1912 and 1914 respec- 


tively. 
The franchise which is believed to 


have lapsed Friday was that of the 


Florisant Avenue Electric Railway Co. 
This company acquired the right m 
1895 to operate cars over Florisant ave- 
nue from Calvary avenue to Robin ave- 
nue. The term was for 15 years. 
According to a member of the commit- 
tee the franchise of the Northwestern 
St. Louls Railway Co. granted in 1875 
for a period of 30 years, expired on 
Feb. 9, 1906. . 
Northwestern company’s fran- 
chise covered practically the same 
streets over which the Cherokee cars 
are now .run from Locust street to 
Grand avenue. 
Jefferson Avenue Line Soon Expires. 
One of the most important franchises 
nearing expiration is that of the Jef- 
ferson avenue line. It was given by 
the city to the Jefferson Avenue Rail- 
way Co. on February 6, 1882, for a term 
of 8 years. It continues in force! un- 
til 1912. 
City Counselor Walther will be asked 
by the committee for an opinion as to 
whether the Central Traction bill ‘per- 
petuated until 198 the franchises of 
the various lines since acquired by the 
United .Railways Co. . Lawyers who 
have looked into this question declare 
that the Central Traction Company's 
grant had no such effect. 
Under the charter and the State Con- 
stitution it would have ,.been necessary, 
they say, in order to extend the fran- 
chises then operative, to do so in spe- 
cific terms, by setting forth all the 
erdinances passed in behalf of the :sev- 
eral corporations. 
This the Centra! Traction bill did not 
do, although it is understood that.the 
legal department of the United Rail- 
ways Co. cites this ordinance as au- 
thority for the company’s claim of a 
perpetuation. 

Want Pay for Viaduct. 
That city officials believe that several 
franchises are about to cease is indi- 
cated by the arguments used in an 
attempt to persuade the United Rail- 
ways Co. to bear a share of the cost 
of building the viaduct over the Mis- 
sourt Pacific tracks at Chouteau ave- 
nue. 


mann’s office recently it was declared 
that the United Railways Co. could be 
made to stand a part of the expense 
“because some of its franchises are 
about to expire and it can’t afford to 
be unreasonable.” 

On many of the streets on which the 
Central Traction Company was author- 
ized to operate cars no tracks were 
laid. By a provision of the company’s 
franchise, this right was forfeited by 
a failure to operate cars within a year. 
Members of the special committee wil] 
inquire whether the Central Traction 
Company complied with other sections 
of the bill obligating it to accept the 
ordinance and file a bond with the City 
Register. 


SHORTAGE OF ALL FRUITS FOR 
ST. LOUIS, DEALERS REPORT 


Missouri and Arkansas Peaches 
Scarce, Only a Few Cher- 
ries and Apples, — 


Commission merchants of St. Louis 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
that there will be a great shortage in 
all kinds of fruit. 

F. W. Brockman of 819 North Fourth 
street said Missouri will not produce 


more than twenty-five carloads of fres- 
stone peaches, and they will be of an 
inferior quality. He said that St. Louls 
would get very few péaches from Ar- 
kansas, as the crop in that state is 
very. short. 

“The best peaches will be on the St. 
Louls market between July 6 and 15,” 
said Brockman. Those who wish to 
preserve peaches will do well to buy 
them at that time. Prices are going to 
be high all season. 

“There will be no clingstones to speak 
of. Cherries and apples are also scarce. 
We will get some cherries from Michi- 
gan, and some from Colorado. 
“T have been in communication with 
fruit men in all parts of the country, 
and find that there will be a very light 
crop. The fruit men in this section of 
the country havé had "bad crops for 
three seasons. Peaches a@re selling at 
$1.7 to $2 a bushel, ana wil! not be 
much cheaper.”’ :

Uncle Sam Made 188,006,668 
Coins During Last Fiscal Year. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—At the mints 
of the United States during the fiscal 
year just closed the Governmemt made 
188,006,668 coins valued at $54,215,419.

Islands of St. Thomas, St. John 
and Santa Cruz Are on the 


Market. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—If the United 
States is willing to take them over, Den- 
mark will most likely sell the Danish 
West Indies. This is the understanding 
that has been reached and. Count 
Moltke, Minister of Denmark, is charged 
with sounding the attitude of the State 
Department on the point. 

This is not the first time that the 
question of transferring the Islands of 
St. Thomas, St. John and Santa Cruz, 
immediately east of Porto Rico, has 
been considered by Denmark, and nine 
years ago negotiations were begun to 
conclude their sale to this country. 
British and French influence then 
caused the sudden withdrawal of the of- 
fer, and little has been done about it 
until now, when Secretary Knox is con- 
sidering it. The islands have a popula- 
tion of about 32,000 and a surface of 
about 200 square -miles.
